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SUMMARY 


Bobr  Ammunition  Depot  South  PUG  is 
located  one  kilometer  (km)  southwest  of  Bobr 
(54-2 IN  029-16E)  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Orsha-Borisov  rail  line  (Figure  1).  The  instal- 
lation is  served  by  rail  spurs  from  the  main 
rail  line  and  an  all -weather  road  from  the  Orsha- 
Borisov  Highway.  Another  military  installation 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  is  Krupki  Army 
Barracks  (AL-2)  located  3 km  west. 

The  installation  (Figures  2 and  3)  covers 
approximately  218  acres  and  is  comprised 
of  a separately  secured  support  area  and  a stor- 
age area.  The  support  area  contains  one  admin- 
istration building,  10  small  personnel  quarters, 


12  small  support  buildings,  and  a vehicle 
.storage/maintenance  area  with  twovehicle  sheds 
and  two  support  buildings.  The  secured  storage 
area  contains  21  ammunition  storage  buildings 
and  one  small  support  building  within  the 
secured  area.  Two  support  buildings  are  located 
outside  the  security  fence  around  t'hc  storage 
area. 

The  area  is  covered  by  1956  TALENT 
photography  and  12  KEYHOLE  missions  be- 
tween July  1961  and  February  1964.  Com- 
parative analysis  reveals  the  same  general  level 
of  light  activity  between  July  1961  and  February 
1964.  No  significant  changes  are  observed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  spur  from  the  Orsha-Borisov  rail 
line  forms  two  sub-spurs  within  the  installation. 

Rood  Service 

An  all-weather  road  connects  the  area 
with  the  Orsha-Borisov  Highway  located  200 
meters  north. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D ('Figure  3)  has  oneT-shaped  admin- 
istration building,  10  small  quarters  for 
personnel,  and  12  small  support  buildings.  The 
area  appears  active  on  the  February  1964  KEY- 
HOLE photography. 


Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F has  sixteen  150- by  50-foot  ammuni- 
tion storage  buildings,  three  200-  by  60-foot 
ammunition  storage  buildings,  one  80- by  50-foot 
ammunition  storage  building,  one  70-  by  50-fool 
ammunition  storage  building,  and  one  small 
support  building. 

Other  Building* 

Two  small  support  buildings  are  located 
northeast  of  the  storage  area  security  fence. 

Equipment  S to ra  g e/ Ma  i n te na n c e Area 

Area  J has  one  160- by  50-foot  vehicle  shed, 
one  90-  by  40-foot  vehicle  shed,  and  two  small 
support  buildings.  Trackage  indicates  the  area 
is  active.
